2001 Marion-Bermuda Race 

Some 80 yachts will be on the starting line in 
Marion on June 22, according to organizers of the popular 
biennial Marion-Bermuda cruising yacht race. 2001 marks 
the 13 th running of this premier event and it promises to 
continue the tradition of fun and safety as the crews 
prepare for their blue water adventure — covering 650 
miles off-shore to the finish line in Bermuda. This race 
was conceived for cruising yachts and stays true to the 
tradition — no spinnakers or "professional racers" are 
allowed. 

The MBCYR continues to expand its international 
appeal. For the first time, five boats are coming from 
Canada: Frisco, captained by Fred Voegeli; Kaylee, 
captained by Bob Young; Magic Flute, captained by 
Anthony Zwig; Parblue, captained by Pierre Desrosiers; 
and Zoe, captained by Francois Brassard. In fast, Parbleu 
was crippled by a lightning strike on the St. Lawrence 
River on her voyage to enter in 1999, necessitating a 
withdrawal. Taking no chances on missing the start in 
2001, Desrosiers sailed his boat to Marion last summer 
and wintered her here. That kind of planning ahead for 
this race is what characterizes the commitment of these 
yachtsmen.

Origi- 
nally the Marion-Bermuda Cruising Yacht Race only 
allowed celestial navigation but in 1999 created an 
electronic class. Currently 28 boats have selected the 
celestial class with 52 choosing electronic. 

New this year is The Cocktail Challenge spon- 
sored by Ocean Spray Cranberries and Mount Gay Rum. 
Skippers and their crew have taken on the hard task of 
creating and naming an original drink recipe that includes 
Mount Gay Rum and an Ocean Spray Juice. Ten finalists 
will be judged in Bermuda and the winning cocktail 
(based on taste, ease of preparation, and originality) will 
be announced and available at the Mount Gay Party 
following the Friends and Family Race on June 29. Be sure 
to watch which way the wind is blowing this weekend 
when the race kicks off on Friday, June 22.

involved." 

The board said they would consider the Recre- 
ation Committee's objections and unanimously voted to 
take this matter under advisement. 

In a related matter, they received a letter from 
Greg Sawyer asking them to rescind his previously 
submitted letter of resignation from the Recreation 
Committee. But Ms. Driscoll said she thought his position 
had already been filled. The board noted they had not yet 
accepted Mr. Sawyer's resignation, nor had they ap- 
pointed a replacement. With that, they agreed not to take 
any further action regarding appointments to the Recre- 
ation Committee for the time being. "We don't want to 
make any rash decisions tonight," Chairman Lambalot 
said. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Received results of recent air quality tests 
conducted for Town Hall by Building Inspector Andrew 
Bobola in response to a town employee having an allergic 
reaction within one of the Town Hall offices. The findings 
within the building were normal. After discussing this 
matter with both Planning Board Chairman Bob Rogers 
and Mr. Bobola, Executive Secretary Carol Adams recom- 
mends moving the Planning Board office on the second 
floor of Town Hall across the hall to the employee lounge 
area, and the lounge area can be relocated to a portion of 
the second-floor conference room.

Harbormaster Charles Bradley's offer to allow 
Mattapoisett residents "temporary" permission to launch 
boats at Old Landing in Marion while work continues at 
the Mattapoisett wharf. "We understand that Mattapoisett 
residents will be required to obtain a pass at the (Marion) 
Harbormaster's Office and that launching will not be 
allowed without such a pass," Mr. Lambalot wrote.

mental Affairs (EOEA) sent notice that they will begin a 
statewide Interagency Mercury Task Force campaign to 
teach residents of the potential dangers of exposure to 
mercury. 

The Massachusetts Department of Housing and 
Community Development also sent a memo to the board 
advising that the town's application for the second year of 
implementation for Executive Order 418 is due.

Planning Board report to Town Meeting voters. A public 
hearing should also be held prior to the placement of the 
article on the Town Meeting warrant. Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock said there may be some future public ways 
under consideration for discontinuance, and she wants 
the town to follow the proper procedures in this process. 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock informed the board that the 
Public Access Permit By-Law proposed by the Planning 
Board and recently approved by Town Meeting has been 
deemed illegal by the state Attorney General's office. "If 
it's not the proper by-law, we can't enforce it," she said.

105 and, therefore, pedestrians crossing the street, making 
this a potentially dangerous situation.

IGUANAS 

I recently went to buy an iguana but the person at the pet 
shop wanted me to send a lot of money on a fancy light and 
an under the tank heater. Was he trying to rip me off? 
No, he was trying to insure good health in the iguana. 
Ultraviolet lights are vital to the health of iguanas. 
Without a light that produces utraviolet radiation the 
iguana will die of rickets. This is by far the most com- 
mon cause of death of pet iguanas. 

Why would an iguana need a heater? 
Iguanas are poikilothermic (cold blooded) and need 
an external heat source to maintain their body tem- 
perature. Their bodies function best when they can el- 
evate their temperatures to 95°F during the day and 
lower them to 75°F at night. A heat lamp above the 
tank and a heater below the tank accomplish this best.

betterment fees. Sewer services would not be provided immedi- 
ately to the homes, but the facilities to connect would be in place 
for construction at a future time. It eliminates the expense to the 
town of tearing up Route 6 to install these connections in the 
future by being able to do so with this money in conjunction 
with the Old Rochester Regional High School service project. 

If this article is not approved, to accomplish this 
preparation phase would result in a far more costly undertaking 
to extend sewage to the area involved. The present plans have 
the potential to serve approximately 140 homes. The cost 
involved for Question 3 would be 5.5 cents per $1,000 evaluation 
for a period of five years. For a $200,000 home, the total expense 
would approximate $11 per year for five years. This money 
would be recouped eventually through the betterment fees. 

For the health and quality of life we want for our 
residents, DO vote for Question 3. We need to strive for not only 
sewage coverage for ALL of our residents, but also for town 
water extended to all.

To the Editor: 

On Tuesday (June 26) we will be asked to vote on an 
override to fund the first phase of the (Mattapoisett) Bike Path 
for $45,000. Although having a bike path is a good idea, this 
amount now appears to be just the tip of the land-taking costs. 
At rates of less than $6,000 per acre for buildable land, there is 
little doubt that this guestimate is low. Taxpayers, where will the 
additional funds come from? 

Then we will be back again to fund Phase 2, a more 
difficult and expensive portion of the bike path. The committee 
might ask for only $65,000 — but again, it might cost more. 

Last week we watched the owners of the land located 
in Phase 3 of the bike path at (the Mattapoisett) Selectmen's 
Meeting disclose what they wanted . . . what was it, three- 
quarters of a million dollars ($750,000) for their waterfront 
property to be taken for the bike path? The camp does own 
some prime property.

Joggers, walkers, and bikers use it daily. Phase 2 portion 
includes Route 6 to North Street.

All the money to acquire 
the land in each phase will come from subsequent overrides 
paid for by town taxes.

Tri-Town Kindergarten Survey 

What does the future hold? We need you to help 
us decide! Half-day, extended-day or full-day that is the 
question at hand. The Kindergarten Task Force will 
consist of tri-town parents, teachers, principals, represen- 
tatives from area day cares and the early childhood 
council needs your help to determine if a move to ex- 
tended-day or full-day Kindergarten should be in the 
future for the tri-town schools. 

On June 13 surveys were mailed out to parents of 
children birth through Grade 3. This is only one method 
of gaining information and knowledge. The task force will 
also interview area child care centers, hear from public 
school staff, and interview town representatives. Now it's 
your turn! 

Would a longer day of Kindergarten be beneficial 
to students? A study, The Effectiveness of Full-Day Kinder- 
garten, suggests that many children benefit academically 
and socially during the primary years from participation 
in full-day compared to half-day Kindergarten programs. 
It has also been found, by Cryan et. al. (1992), Success 
Outcomes of Full-Day Kindergarten: More Positive Behavior 
and Increased Achievement in the Years After, that full-day 
Kindergarteners exhibited more independent learning, 
classroom involvement and productivity in work with 
peers. The children were also more likely to approach the 
teacher and they expressed less withdrawal, anger and 
shyness than half-day Kindergarten students. In general, 
children in full-day programs exhibited more positive

Lara Croft: Tomb Raider. Starring Angelina Jolie and Jon 
Voight. Directed by Simon West. Running time: 105 
minutes. MPA A rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

The video-game movie adaptation is a peculiarly degraded 
subgenre — there's another one, Final Fantasy, on the way this 
summer — with a pedigree that includes Double Dragon, Super 
Mario Bros., Street Fighter, and two Mortal Kombat films. I haven't 
seen any of the earlier ones, but it's hard to believe they could' ve 
been worse than Lara Croft: Tomb Raider. Even by video-game- 
movie standards, this is an arrogantly, almost smugly empty and 
incoherent mess. Couldn't this nave been a surprise? Couldn't it 
have been smarter and more fun than we expected? Is this really 
what Hollywood thinks we want, or is it what they want us to 
want? 

Angelina Jolie swings into action, both guns blazing, her 
prosthetic breasts refusing to budge (in some scenes they appear 
to be lopsided). She doesn't make the mistake of taking Lara Croft 
seriously, but she doesn't commit herself either — at times she 
comes perilously close to Uma Thurman's arch, I'm-too-smart- 
for-this performance in The Avengers. Jolie is too smart for it, and 
though physically she's a good match for Lara, she just doesn't 
have pulp heroism in her soul. The way she delivers some of her 
lines, if you didn't know she was the hero, you might think Jolie 
was playing afemme fatale who's about to pull a double-cross. 

Can I, without sounding stupid, point out that the plot makes 
no sense? (Of course it makes no sense, comes the answer; that's the 
point.) It has something to do with the Illuminati (I think I heard 
this pronounced two different ways in the film), who seek to 
control time itself by joining two pieces of a sacred triangle during 
the alignment of the planets. It's up to Lara, with the posthumous 
help of her father (Jon Voight), to stop the Illuminati and — I just 
noticed my toe is itching. Sorry. You see how easily I can be 
distracted from the "story." It was worse during the movie. 

The director here is one Simon West. Lara's training robot, 
programmed to attack Lara and keep her in fighting trim, is also 
named Simon; both Simons run roughshod over this movie, 
hardwired for destruction. West has previously given us Con Air, 
which treated the audience like idiots, and The General's Daughter, 
which treated the audience like complete idiots. West has advanced 




even more — Tomb Raider treats the audience like complete and 
utter idiots. When a character says "Tempus fugit," there's a cut to 
Lara, who helpfully says "Time flies." I love that. What if Simon 
West had directed Silence of the Lambs? When Lecter says "Quid 
pro quo," would West have had Clarice say "Something for 
something"? 

Rather heartwarmingly, West continues to prove that a 
director with no talent for action whatsoever can get work as an 
action-movie director. The many shootouts come to us in split- 
second bites. A major sequence features an attack by stone monkeys, 
who disintegrate obligingly when shot or even nudged assertively. 
Watching Lara poof her way through these non- terrifying creatures, 
I wondered why West didn't go all the way and have the monkeys 
made out of wet Kleenex. Really, if you were designing guardians 
for a tomb, wouldn't you make them out of hardier stuff — iron, 
enchanted spackle, anything? 

Objections to Tomb Raider are perfectly beside the point 
because Tomb Raider is perfectly beside the point. Even when Lara 
is reunited with her long-lost father briefly near the end, and even 
though we are watching a real-life father-daughter acting duo 
here, there's no spark whatsoever. Jon Voight, once capable of 
Midnight Cowboy and Coming Home, is stuck in this summer crap 
with his daughter; he has to stand there and trade lines with her, 
avoiding the sight of her fake boobs. The movie, if nothing else, 
made me respect Jon Voight as a father. He must really love 
Angelina to agree to jump into this pool of stupidity with her, so 
that maybe she wouldn't feel so alone among the stone monkeys 
and shootouts. Watching the scene between them, I didn't hear 
what was actually said; what I heard was "Dad, did I sign up for 
a turkey here?" "Yes, honey, you did, but I still love you."
